ing upon the advice of the provincial 
ministers, : 

The outcome is a decision that here- | 
after the prairie governments may grant | 
their own water-power leases—and stand 
solely responsible for them. Divided 
authority has worked out in this case 
as it usually does. It was a mistake in the 
first instance to adopt the principle that 
the Dominion should issue leases on terms 
and conditions made by the provincial .gov- 
ernments. The party which makes the 
terms is the party which should give the | 
contract—and stand accountable for it. 


ANOTHER TRAIN NEEDED | 


The Grande Prairie Board of Trade is 
petitioning the Minister of Railways to 
grant a tri-weekly mail and passenger | 
service on the E. D. and B. C. system; | 
pointing out that with only two trains 
per week in each direction an unreason- 
able amount of time is lost by people 
from the north who come into the city to | 
attend to business. An added, and equally 
valid, argument is that the extra train will 
be needed to accommodate the heavier | 
movement of people which may be expect- 
ed with the opening of spring. | 

The fact that the railways are soon 
to be turned over to the transcontinentals 
is a reason why the request should be 
granted, rather than a reason why it 
should be refused. Precedent counts for 
something in the operation of a railway, 
as in other business matters. If it is es- 
tablished that three trains a week are re- 
quired to handle the northern traffic, the 
transcontinentals will hesitate to cut the 
number to two. But if the Government 
only operates two trains throughout the 
spring and early summer, the transcontin- 
entals will be able to argue that that 
should be sufficient accommodation for 
the balance of the season.

Mr. Dewdney has told some one in Ottawa who has 
written to someone in Calgary who has told the 
Tribune that Calgary is to have a railroad north this 
year and one south as well in the near future. 

The Ontario and Quebec boundary commissions 
have settled the points in dispute with regard to the 
provincial boundaries. The northern boundary of On- 
tarlo has been finally decided as the Albany river 
running from Lac Beul to ames Bay, The northern 
boundary of Quebec has been settled as the 52nd 
parallel, 

The negotiations between Messrs. Ross, Mann, 
Holt and Mackenzie, and the North and South Ameri- 
can Construction Company, for the building of half 
the Chillan railroad in South America has fallen 
through 

In an article in a late number of the North Amer!i- 
can Review, Erastus Wiman elaborates the idea that 
throughout the Canadian North West the earth 1s 
perpetually frozen at a certain depth, and that the 
water exuding therefrom during summer is what 
makes certain the excellent growth of the wheat.

ness of eating, to 
fit it properly in- 
to our elaborate 
scheme of living, 
We must recog- 
nize the need, but 
provide for it 
wisely and with 
some measure of 
refinement, 

Fating alone 
seems selfish, too 
obviously feeding. 
We make a social 
occasion of Itt, 
Hospitality is a universal virtue. Eat- 
ing together establishes human rela- 
tions, In the same picture belongs 
neatness and cleanliness and daintl- 
ness, all of which is appetizing. 
Coarse food dumped on a messy plate 
arouses disgust, 

Though appetite is the best sauce, 
crude appetite must be curbed; 
greediness suggests the primitive 
trough, and a quick-lunch counter 
isn't altogether civilized. We should 
eat as well as behave generally like 
human beings. ‘That nervous indl- 
gestion waits upon eating In a wor- 
ried and hurried frame of mind, the 
doctor tells you. 

Since man cooks so much of his 
food, the value and pleasure of eat- 
ing comes to be dependent upon good 
cooking. It is, in fact, one of the fine 
arts, and like cleanliness and all es- 
sential refinements {it can be prac- 
tleed in a cottage as well as in a 
palace, It is a matter of standards, 
and there is nothing so essential to 
mental fitness as living in all ways 
by proper standards,

We can’t deny the fact that the 
American standard of cooking 1s low, 
poor beyond any excuse. If we dress- 
as poorly as we cooked, we 
shouldn't as a people be 60 present- 
able as we are, Our traditions ore 
not favorable, Most of the good cook- 
ing in this vast country of ours ts In 
the hands of foreigners, It takes on 
new varieties of badness in all sec- 
tions of the country; so that for the 
traveller eating becomes a hazardous 
indoor sport, 

Well-cooked food, appetizingly serv 
ed, is an indispensable ald to health 
to make eating an agreeable occasior 
of life promotes mental health. Tha‘ 
highly desirable end can't be attaines 
without the ald and support of goor 
cooking. 

As things are, a well-cooked mea 
is an exception, and a restaurant ! 
a gamble. You don't take your lif: 
in your hands, but you do take a 
chance in a lottery when you ents: 
one at random, and you are Iikel) 
to draw a blank as to pleasure and 6 
strain on your digestion. It shouldn" 
be so, but matters won't change ma 
terlally until a campaign of educa- 
tion cultivates the art of cooking and 
the niceties of eating. 

In our democratic devotion to stan 
dardizing we are more likely to stan 
dardize downward than upward. In 
international rating American cook 
ing ranks low. It will not be easy tc 
raise standards generally, especially in 
view of the mistaken idea that gooc 
cooking implies elaborate meals at ex 
travagant prices that only the ver} 
wealthy can afford, If America) 
cooking could be elevated to the stan 
dards of most European countries, al 
would be well and we should be fittec 
for the business of Ife and for it 
pleasures,
